Berlin, Siov. 15.—The alleged inten- 


tion of the Council of Ambassadors to 
confiscate high speed Diesel motors in 
Germany, whether they are la a finish- 
ed state and in use or in the process 
of construction, is to be made the sub- 
ject of a diplomatic inquiry. 
This action follows the recent visit 


of an Entente commission to the big 
Augsburg Industrial plant for the pur- 
pose of requisitioning motors which 
are subsequently to be dismantled or 
destroyed on the ground that they arc 
suitable for submarines and therefore 
war material. 


A message from Munich stated that

Htfc'to Berlin to protest aganlst seizure 
of the Diesel stationary motors noi 
usable for U-boat purpMes.
